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HOW IDOLATRY BEGAN 
IN THE WORLD? 
Imaam Ibn-e Jarraar:2% has said that various 
people of Hazrat NoohË£'s tribe were 
abstemious, God-fearing and pious. The 
common people had firm faith and used to 
follow them. When these pious people died, 
their faithful followers thought that if they 
carved out their images and sculptures, their 
eagerness to worship God would evelate. So 
they carved out their images and sculptures. 
When these people died, the Satan gave rise to 
temptation in the hearts of later generations to 
worship these sculptures to produce seasonal 
rains. So the later generations began to 
Worship them. Later, these people began 
idolizing them formally, until Allah sent His 
prophet Hazrat Nooh Æ£ towards them. 
Hazrat Nooh invited his nation to believe in 
unity of God for nearly 950 years, but very 
few people believed in him. Allah became 
furious at these infidels and drowned them all 
in punishment and the world became free of 
idolatry. 
$ DO NOT WORSHIP 
UNDIVINE OBJECTS: 
My dear brethren! A person becomes literally 
insane if he is dreaded by financial loss, 
illness or death of his children. God-fearing 
people do not forget Allah in these trying 
times and always call none but Him. But 
Satanic people call /maams, saints and 
prophets, thinking them to be Almighty and 
centres of power, When they are surrounded 
by trouble, some call Daataa Saahab, some 
tend to call Ghous Pak, while others 
remember the problem-solver Ali, the 
Christians remember Jesus Christ whercas a 
true God-fearing person begins to think that 
What sin he has committed due to which that 
misfortune has struck him. Then he repents 
and offers prayer to Allah and weeps bitterly 
10 ask Him for his need, 
This is the tradition of our Holy 
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Prophet#f and his Companions ie. It is 
really saddening to see people who run after 
creatures instead of the Creator. They do not 
think that whatsoever diginity a saint achives, 
he is still dependent upon Allah. When Allah 
solves the problems of these ignorant people, 
they begin offering gifts and other material 
goods to these saints, sometimes going to the 
extent of prostrating, kissing and embracing 
the shrines and, if possible, swallow the sand 
ofthe graves! 


INFIDELITY ABUSED IN THE 
LIGHT OF QURAN: 

My dear brethren! In modern times of 
weakened belief, if someone is faced by any 
trouble, he forgets Allah and Namaaz and 
runs after shrines. This is infidelity. If we pay 
a visit to a saint's shrine with the view that the 
saint is the beloved of Allah and we ask for 
benediction through the saint's affinity, 
keeping in view all Islamic laws, then Allah 
will certainly listen to us. This belief is 
alright, but the belief that the buried may 
solve problem is totally wrong, and this is 
called infidelity. Assigning partners to Allah 
is really cruelty.

“There comes comes upon them a violent 
wind” (Soorah Yoonus, 10:22) that once, prior 
to embracing Islam, when Hazrat ‘Ikramah## 
got on board a ship and a storm overcame it, 
all on board started to invoke The Single God, 
Hazrat'Ikramah ## said: “What is this?", The 
boaters replied: At this time no one but Allah 
can help us.” At this Hazrat ‘Ikramah ## said: 
“The Holy ProphetÆ#F used to call us to the 


same Allah. Let us go back.” So he returned 
and embraced Islam 
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After this ‘Allaamah Sayyid Mahmood 
writes very passionately: “So this Ayat is 
proof to the fact that infidels of Makkah 
Mukarramah called no one Allah in trying 
times.” 

In modern times, when people are faced 
with dangerous situations in sea or on land, 
some people begin called those who neither 
capable of any profit or loss nor they can see 
or listen, (12) Some seek help from Hazrat 
Khizar @& and Hazrat Ilyas 6, some ask for 
help from Hazrat 'Ali ## while others call 
some saint of the Muslim community with 
humility. You will see none beseeching 
infront of Allah for benediction and it does 
not even cross their minds that if they call 
only Allah, they would be freed from such 
horrendous troubles. By the swear of Allah, 
tell me who among both (the infidels of 
Makkah Mukarramah and grave-worshiper 
Muslims of today) is on right path? Today's 
complain is only in the court of Allah where 
the minds of ignorants are blowing and the 
boat of Islamic law has been indented since 
calling undivine beings for help as become 
the order of the day.

If the Holy 
Prophet##f had been the ultimate problem- 
solver, he would not have tolerated the stones 
nor would he have endured the cruelty ofthe 
pagans. On the contrary, if we look at the 
history of prophets ##, we would come to 
know the hardships these prophets## had to 
face while propagating their religion. 

The prophets sometimes had to endure 
the pains of starvation for many days due to 
scarcity of food. Even though a prophet is 
superior to all the Companions #2 of the 
Holy ProphetÆf and a companion is superior 
10 all the saints, no matter to what status he 
rises or he is Hazrat Mo'een-ud Deen Chishti 
2% or Hazrat'Ali Hajwairi 2%, À companion 
of the Holy ProphetÆf is surely superior to 
allthese saints. 

But you people ponder upon the fact that 
all infidels call Sheikh ‘Abdul Qaadir Jeelani 
2% and Ghous Pak when in times of trouble. 
The reason behind this is that those people 
who commemorate the anniversary of Hazrat 

"Abdul Qaadir Jeelani 2% want to attract large 
gathering to his shrine (Hazrat 'Abdul Qaadir 
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Jeelani 2% is truly the chief of all saints 
beyond any doubt) , and have associated 
super-natural powers and magnificence to 
him. 

When these kind of untrue supernatural 
powers become famous among the people, 
the result would be that people, in the times of 
trouble, will abandon Allah and seek help 
from undivine beings whose many examples 
are infront ofthe compiler. 


ABSTAIN FROM SEEKING 
HELP FROM GHOUS-UL A'ZAM 
IN TRYING TIMES: 

[ happened to meet a young man. When he 
stumbled he instantly sought help from 
Ghous Pak. I told him that the nation of 
Hazrat Noohf%hurt him for 900 years. 
Prophet Mohammad £# was hurled stones at 
in Taif for 6 miles. Did these persons seek 
help from Ghous Pak? I said that if you claim 
to be the paramour of Holy ProphetÆ#, then 
act upon Sunnah. At times of trouble we 

should do what the Holy ProphetÆf did. 

If you look at the collection of Prophet's 
traditions of ahaadeeth you would come to 
know that the Holy ProphetÆff always cried 
out Allah for help, not Ghous Pak. In the same 
way, Ghous Pak cried out to Allah for help 
during troubled times. Then I said: “O you 
servant of Allah! Ascribing a living or dead 
saint as partner of Allah in profit or loss is 
infidelity. The scholars have said that raping 
and drinking for 100 years is a lesser sin than 
ascribing partners to Allah that Allah bestows 
and the saint also bestows.” I said that this 
dead person is himself indigent of Allah and 
your benedictions. 

Then this unworthy slave said to the 
youngster that you ponder upon the fact that 
Allah won't be keeping an eye on this deed of 
yours that it is Me who bestows whereas this 
youngster seeks help from others? Then that 
youngster replied that we are a trifling; a 
ladder is needed to climb up, who would 
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listen to us? I said: “O you servant of Allah! 
Allah is Himself saying in the Holy Quran: 
“My creation! I am closer to you than your 
jugular vein.” 

When Allah is nearer to us than our 
jugular vein, then what is the meaning of 
ladder? And if you do not have firm faith and 
think that Allah won't listen to us and would 
only listen to the saints, then this conception 
is devilish. If you do need a ladder then say: 
“O Allah! Hazrat 'Abdul Qaadir Jeelani :2% is 
your beloved servant. Solve my problem 
through his affinity as I love him whole 
heartedly, please keep the honour ofthis love. 
Saying this is most venerable and a source of 
fulfillment of invocations, but seeking help 
directly from these saints is major infidelity. 

Hearing this the youngster asked me 
whether I was a Wahabi or Deobandi.

“O you servant of Allah! You call even the 
Imaam of Haram Wahhaabi. On the contrary, 
this verdict has been given by a sect of 
Muslims that a certain person offered prayers 
under the leadership of Kaabah's Imaam for 
full 27 years. Was his prayers legal? So an 
eldery scholar of this sect writes that this 
person should offer his prayers again since 
Kaabah's Imaam is a Wahabi, 1 said: “O you 
servant of Allah! Kaabah's Imaam, Masjid-e- 
Nabwi's Imaam and Masjid-e-Agsa's Imaam 
all have the same faith which is purely 
according to the standards of Ahl-e-Sunnat 
Wal Jamaat, The majority of infidels are in 
India and Pakistan. 


THE PROPHETS'# CALL TO 
ALLAH: 

Gentlemen! Allah has recorded in the Quran 
the prophet's#£ call to Allah in trying times, 
some of which 1 have already told you, It is 

said in Quran: “True call is only for Allah."

These 
false stories are that someone was not being 
bestowed with a child; he visited the shrine 
and offered benediction, so Data Sahib 
bestowed him with a child, somebody else 
Was granted à job. Somebody appeared 
before Ghous-ulA'zam's shrine and he got rid 
of his trouble. After leaving these uncertified 
events people abandon Allah and throng at the 
gates of saints. There is a well-off man 
residing in the same quarter as the compiler. 
He visits the shrine at Teen Hatti daily to offer 
benediction, but believe me I have never seen 
him going to a mosque to offer prayers. This is 
because according to his faith he gains his end 
by visiting the shrine, so he does not necd to 
appear before Allah! Just as a blind achieves 
that which he asks the idol, so he does not 
receive Allah's graciousness to undrerstand 
his true Creator.

I 
was abused, not let drink water, not let sit 
under shade. ‘Ayeshah, people were hurling 
stones at me. There were three noblemen, 
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Abdaleel, Habeeb and Masood. One asked: 
“Are you a prophet?” The other one said: 
“Look at his clothes!” The third one said: 
“Buzz off!” The boys were told to hurl stones 
at me. 'Ayeshah, I was bleeding profusely 
from head to toe. No one listened tome.” 

The Holy Prophet£F could not forget 
those difficult moments. These were really 
trying times. By the swear of Allah! It was 
distressful. The Holy ProphetÆf was stoned 
for 3 miles, such that his shoes were filled 
with blood. The Holy Prophetf wept 
bitterly in distress when he migrated from 
Makkah Mukarramah, but after several years 
he returned to Makkah Mukarramah 
victorious. Who solved this problem? If you 
are sick, who will convalesce you? Allah!! If 
you are hungry, who will provide you 
subsistence? Allah!! In the darkness of night 
who will make the moon rise? Allah!! The 
problem solver ofthe entire Universe is Allah 
alone.

Displeasure of the Holy Porphet at 
holding fairs and celebrating 
anniversaries at shrines: Now-a-days 
certain people come to the shrines and do 
whatever the Hindus perform at fairs. They 
look at the domes ofthe shrines, wear Ahraam 
and bow down their foreheads. Some bow at 
the portico while some beseech very humbly 
at the stairs. Some get busy in 
circumambulation while some become the 
attendant of the shrines. Some are consigning 
black goats at the shrine's attendants while 
some are offering dirham and dinars. So to 
say such acts of infidelity are perpetrated in 
these anniversaries and fairs that one's faith is 
shaken and humanity and egotism die off. 
Gentlemen! If should be noted that the Holy 
Prophet£F has not authorized this kind of 
assemblage for his grave too.

Putting up pictures of the dead is 
totally illegal: Islam prohibits people from 
erecting buildings on graves to shirk away 
from infidelity as discussed earlier.

There are many virtues of Syria found in 
Traditions. So our Holy Prophet#fF said: “On 
the Day of Judgement there would be a fire, 
then do get hold of Syria at that time” 
(Tirmazi). 

The Holy Prophet#ff also said: “There 


are devotees in Syria and when one dies, the 
other devotee takes his place.” 

The Holy ProphetÆiF said: “Syria is one 
ofthe favourite countries of Allah.” 

Hazrat Abdullah bin Salaam 5% said: 
“There are 1000 prophets##t buried in 
Damascus, the “Weeping Cave” is in Syria, 
t00 

Damascus is a famous city of Syria. 
There is a graveyard in Damascus by the 
name “Bab-ul-Sagheer” where Hazrat Bilaal 


?, Hazrat Umm-e 
Maktoom É?, Hazrat Abu Dardaa #£ and 
other famous are buried. Besides this there is 
a grave where the heads of 16 martyrs of 
Karbala are buried. Among thousands of 
famous writers, Ibn Usakar and Ibn Rajab 
Hanbali are also buried in this city. 

In Damascus there is a famous place 
named “Bab-ul-Faraces” where Zubair Bin- 
ul-Awam and Sayyiduna Abdur Rehman Bin 
Abi Bakar are buried. In Damaseus, there is 
also a graveyard named “Maqbarah-ul-Sofia” 
where the author of “Tafseer Ibn-e Katheer”, 
Imaam Ibn-e Katheer:2*, 'Allaamah Ibn 
Timia, 'Allaamah Hamvi and Shahrah-ul- 
Qudoori are also buried. 

Damaseus, the city of Syria, is one ofthe 
ancient cities of the world. From certain 
traditions we come to know that when Hazrat 
Nooh #Z descended from his ship after the 
Great Tempest, he settled two towns namely 
Hurran and Damascus. So after the Great 
Tempest, Hurran and Damascus were the first 


F?, Hazrat Ka'b-ur-Rijaal : 
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cities to be populated. (37) According to other 
traditions, one slave of Hazrat Ibraheem 64 
Was named Damascus, who was the first to 
inhabit this place, so this place came to be 
known as Damascus. (Jahan Deeda 253) 

The Holy Prophet#, in his boyhood, 
once came to Busra-ul-Shaam, a city of Syria, 
along with his uncles Abu Talib and Haris. 
This city is about 100 km north of Damascus. 
At that time our Holy ProphetÆ# was 12 
years of age. In Busra the Holy ProphetÆff 
met a Christian monk named Bahira 
(Birjces). Seeing the Holy Prophet#ff, 
Bahira predicted that this boy is the Prophet 
Of Allah. The Quraish leaders asked him how 
he happened to know this. Bahira replied: 
“When you were crossing the ravine, all the 
trees and stones prostrated before the Holy 
ProphetË#. This could happen to a prophet 
only. I also know him by the stamp of 
prophethood which is on the lower side ofhis 
shoulder.” He advised Abu Talib to send back 
the child immediately for his safety, so Abu 
Talib sent the Holy ProphetÆ## back to 
Makkah Mukarramah, 

SYRIA UNDER ISLAMIC RULE: 
Damaseus, the Capital of Syria, was 
Conquered during Hazrat 'Umar #?"s time in 
the year 637 A.D, The battle of Yarmook had 
decided the fate of Syria. In 660 A.D. Ameer 
Muawiyah made Damascus the Capital city 
which remained the Capital upto 7449 A.D, 
during Amvi Caliphate, During Amvi 
Caliphate, Arabic language took the place of 
Greck and Arami languages. In 749 A.D. 
"Abbaasi Caliphate began, In 887 AD. 
Bauntuloon took over Syria. Then Hamdani, 


Saljoqui and Fatimi were its rulers, 
The Fatimis ruled Syria from 997 A.D. to 
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1098 A.D. Then European C rusaders seized the 
coast of Syria. In 1154 A.D. Sultan Noor-ud-din 
Zangi made Damascus his capital. (38) After 
him Ayyoobi and Mamalik were its rulers. In 
1260 A.D. Halaku Khan took over Halab and 
Damascus, but the same year Rulen-ud-din 
Bebras defeated the Tatars in the battle of 
Palestine. In 1400 A.D. Ameer Taimur 
plundered Damascus. In 1516 A.D. Syria 
became the part ofOttoman Empire. 
HISTORIC STRIFE AT YARMOOK: 
The Battle of Yarmook (13" August, 636 A.D.) 
was a splendid war of Islam. This battle depend 
the doors of Syria, Palestine, Egypt and Tripoli 
to be conquered. In this battle there were 2 lac 
Roman Christians. Thirty thousand Christians 
had chained up themselves so that they could 
not escape from the battlefield. Opposed to 
them there were only 33 thousand Muslims. 

Bahaan was the leading the Roman army 
and the muslims were lead by Khaalid bin 
Waleed #?. When the battle began, the 
Mujahideen fought with great intrepidity. 

During the battle the Roman horse-riders 
attacked the Muslim encampment. The Muslim 
women jostled them back by hitting them with 
poles of the tents. During this Hazrat Khaalid 
bin Waleed ## attacked the Romans alongwith 
his horse-riders and put 10,000 Romans to death 
immediately. After this the horse-riders of 
Hazrat Khaalid bin Waleed ## and Qais bin 
Habira attacked the opposing army with great 
valour, with the result that they turned and fled 
from the battlefield and died by diving into the 
river from great height. 

According to a rough estimate about one lac 

twenty thousand Romans were billed in this 


battle, leaving aside the ones who are killed in 
direct encounter. 
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JAAME' MASJID UMAVI 


This is a magnificient, beautiful and very 
spacious mosque. In 87 A.H, Caliph Waleed bin 
Abdul Mulk laid its foundation and after eight 
years of arduous work of thousands of skilled 
labour and engineers, this mosque was finished. 
It is also known as Jaame' Masjid Bani 
Ummaiyah. 

Hazrat Mufti Muhammad Tagi 'Usmani #* 
writes about it that this Masjid Amvi, which was 
among the wonders of architecture, was built by 
Banu Ummaiyah's famous Caliph Waleed bin 
Abdul Mulk. During the Roman rule there was a 
cathedral of Christians which was called 
“Yuhana Church”. During the reign of Hazrat 
‘Umar #2 the Muslims attacked Damascus and 
half the city was captured through force. When 
half the city was captured, the inhabitants ofthe 
city laid down arms and came into 
réconciliation with the Muslims. So the 
remaining city was captured through 
reconciliation. It is one ofthe principles ofIslam 
that the Muslim government can do whatever 
expenditure they like in the territories of 
enemies which have been captured through 
force, but in that territory which have been 
occupied through reconciliation, one has to take 
care ofthe terms and conditions ofthe treaty. 

It was a co-incidence that half of the 
cathedral who captured through force while the 
other half through reconciliation, The Muslims 
Constructed a mosque on the half which was 
oceupied through force at their own discretion 
while the remaining half was left as cathedral as 
itwas captured through reconciliation. 

So for many years after the capture of 
Damascus, the mosque and the cathedral 
remained side by side, During the reign of 
Waleed bin Abdul Mulk, the number of 
worshippers increased so much that the space in 
the mosque became scanty, On the other hand, 
there was always a state of unpleasantness due 
to the fact that a cathedral was beside the 
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mosque. Waleed bin Abdul Mulk wanted to 
include the part of cathedral in the mosque, but 
could not do so under the terms and conditions 
of the treaty. He called upon the trustees of the 
Church and held discussions with them that in 
place of this cathedral, a place would be 
awarded to them equal to four times the space of 
this cathedral or any demanded amount would 
be given to them, but the trustees refused to 
move this cathedral. 

Anyway when Waleed decided to take the 
cathedral in his custody to demolish it, the 
Christians said: “We believe in the faith that 
whosoever demolishes this cathedral would 
turn insane. So do not pull down this cathedral.” 
Waleed replied: “If this is the case, I will begin 
the act of demolishing it myself.” So the first 
mattock was hit by Waleed and later the 
Muslims demolished it completely. 

Now Waleed bin Abdul Mulk combined 
both the parts and began the construction of a 
great and splendid mosque which cause to be 
known as the most magnificent and most 
beautiful mosque of those times. It is said that 
about one crore twelve lac dinars were spent on 
its construction. 

Ibn Jubair has also written that the special 
thing about the domes of Masjid Amvi js that 
neither the spiders can spin a web nor Can bats 
make its dome their abode. 

There were many lamps placed in Masjid 
Amvi. Prior to the discovery of electricity of 
electricity these lamps were used for the 
purpose of light. I have read in some book that 
when these lamps were put out at night, the 
entire mosque used to emit so much odour of 
musk that the people could not tolerate it and 
used to come out ofthe mosque. 

If we go from the hall of the mosque to the 
courtyard, there is a spacious balcony which 
surrounds the courtyard on all four sides. On the 
castern side of this balcony there is a shrine 
about which it is said that the head of Hazrat 
Husain #8 is buried here. According to a ion the 
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tradition the head of Hazrat Husain #? was 
brought here in Damascus before Yazeed. 
Relying on this tradition it is believed that the 
head might have been buried here, but the 
strange thing is that the ancient historians of 
Damascus and Jama Amvi have not hinted ofthe 
fact that the head of Hazrat Husain ## is buried 
here. 
THE SHRINE OF HAZRAT 
YAHYAG£: Inside the mosque there is shrine 
of the head of Hazrat Yahya bin Hazrat 
Zakariyyaa #2. Zaid bin Farqad, who was 
assigned to look after the workers during the 
foundation of the mosque, says they found 
abyss inside which there was a trunk. They 
informed the Caliph about this the C aliph came 
and trunk was opened up to find the head of 
Hazray Yahyah on a wooden frame. The face 
was absolutely fresh, there was no change in its 
shape. After seeing it we closed the trunk and 
made a sign of identity overit. 

The body parts of prophets Æ+ remain 
alive in graves, the soil does not corrode them. 
So Hazrat Abu Dardaa ## reports that the Holy 


Prophet##Fsaid:

“Certainly, Allah has made it unlawful for the 


bodies of prophets# to be corroded by carth. 
The prophet of Allah is alive and is also 
provided subsistence.” 

By the Grace of Allah, we offered our 
salutations and dedicated some Quranic verses. 
PRAYER-CARPET OF HAZRAT 
KHIZARS#: Inside this mosque there is a 
worship place of Hazrat Khizar 6 which is 
known as “Musalla Sayyiduna Khizar 64." The 


people offer prayers at this place as a 
benediction. Many God-fearing people saw 
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Hazrat Khizar 4 of offering prayers there. So 
one day Caliph Waleed bin Abdul Mulk 
instructed the keeper of the mosque that no one 
should stay in the mosque that might as he 
wanted to worship alone in the mosque alinight. 

The keeper vacated the mosque after Isha 
prayers and closed all the doors. After sometime 
the Caliph came and became busy in his work. 
Suddenly he saw a man worshipping. The 
Caliph came to the keeper and asked him that 
why he had allowed that man to stay in the 
mosque when the Caliph had instructed that no 
one should be inside the mosque. The keeper 
replied: “O Commander of the faithful! This 
man is Hazrat Khizar £ who comes every night 
in this mosque to offer prayers.” 

In the western minaret of this mosque 
Hazrat Imaam Muhammad Ghazaali #% 
remained busy in worship for a period of time. 
On the eastern minaret Hazrat 'Eesa ( (Jesus 
Christ) would descend, so this minaret is kept 
close always so that no one claims the descend. 

When we reached the north-eastern corner 
of the balcony, we saw a strange vehicle 
standing there. This vehicle was made up of 
wooden planks and there was huge iron wheels 
attached to it. This vehicle was so big that it had 
occupied quite a bit space in the balcony. The 
guides informed us that the vehicle was a 
catapult built by Sultan Salahuddin Ayyoobi 
which he used in many battles. Now this 
catapult has been kept in Masjid Amvi as à 
monument. 


SHRINE OF SULTAAN 
SALAAHUDDEEN AYYOOBI: 
Outside Masjid Amvi, on the western side, is 
resting in peace that valiant of whom the history 
of Islam can be proud of, i.e. the conqueror of 
Baet-ul Mugaddas, Hazrat Salaahuddeen 
Yousuf Ayyoobi 2%. His shrine is absolutely 
neat and tidy. The scholars have written that if

I'was in search of the grave ofthe copyist ofrevelations, Hazrat Ameer Mu'aawiyah##?. When I asked the 
guide, he replied that there was no such grave. I asked other people, but they all replied in negative. After 
painstaking search I at last managed to find a man who knew about the grave. This man, named Yasin, was 
an attendant ofthe shrine and looked after the graveyard. I asked him about Hazrat Ameer Mu'aawiyah#£"'s 
grave through an interpreter. He looked hither and thither and then consented in a secret tone to show us the 
grave upon accepting some amount. he requested us that this should remain a secret. I gave him the money 
and reached the grave of Hazrat Ameer Mu'aaawiyah #?. Haÿji Karaamat Husain, Zahoor Petaz and Haji 
‘Abdur Rahmaan were accompanyingme. 

The attendant Yaseen, led us to a corner ofthe graveyard and, pointing towards a clay-built closet in one 
corner, said: “This is the grave of Hazrat Ameer Mu'aawiyah## 

Ibegan thinking that whether that was really the grave of Hazra Ameen Muawiyah. I had read in boo 
that during the Abbaasi rule, even the bones of the dead were taken out of graves and burnt down : 
opening up the grave. Ifthis is true, then how com there was this grave? 

We went in the closet of grave and found the grave to be extremely fragile, One wall ofthe room, whicl 
was made up ofunbaked clay, had also demolished. 

There was a pit inside a room in the centre of which was the grave. When I entered the pit and reached 
the grave, I found there only soil and mud. I sat beside that grave which was surrounded by empty bones and 
other debris. I offered Fateha and came out in a state of engrossment in thoughts.

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SHRINE OF HAZRAT ABU SA'LABATUL-KHUSHNI#? 

There is a small cemetery a small distance away from the tomb of Hazrat Abu Sulaiman Darani 24 where 
10 to 12 graves have been built, One of these graves is of famous Companion of the Holy Prophet#F, 
Hazrat Abu Sa'albatul Khashni #®. He belonged to the tribe Banu Khashin. When the Holy ProphetÆf was 
preparing to participate in the Battle of Khyber, he appeared before the Holy Prophet##, embraced Islam 
and participated in the Battle of Khyber. 

He was present at the time of Treaty of Hudaibiyah and Baet-e Rizwaan, remained aside in the fight 
between Hazrat'Ali and Hazrat Mu'aawiyah#® and took no one's side. He setteled in Daria. In his final age 
he used to say that he was hopeful of Allah that He would not infliet on him the pain of strangulation at the 
time of death. 

So one late night he was busy in Tahajjud prayers when he died during prostration. His daughter who 
was sleeping at that time, dreamt that her father had died. She woke up confounded and called upon her 
father, Someone said that he was worshipping. Her daughter again called him. Hearing no reply she reached 
his room. She saw him prostrating position. He fell down when she shook him. Then she came to know that 
he had died. 
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HAMS: 


Sagoob Nizami writes in his account of journey: We reaches the provincial capital, Hams. Hams is about 
160 km from Damascus and 109 km from Halb. The history of Hams is at least 5000 years old. Its 
foundation was laid in 2300 BC. Different people conquered it at different times. It was a central part of 
the Roman Empire for a long time who called it by the name “Emese”. The Muslims conquered this city 
in 636 A.D. At that time it was the centre of Christianity. In 1516 A.D it became a part of the Ottomon 
Empire. 

Hams enjoys a central position in Syria. The Roman Sea is on its one side while on the second side 
there is a desert and on its third side the city of Halb is located. Majority of people ofthis verdant plain 
are literate. All these people are the most educated in Syria. There is also an agricultural university. 
Alba'as University of Hams is very famous where Medical, Engineering and Science are taught. 
Recently German Seria University has also been established here. 

According to land area this is the largest province of Syria whose population is about one lac thirty 
thousand. The city has been built on the latest fashion. The streets wide and spacious and the buildings 
are beautiful and attractive. The city is situaded in plain area. In Hams there are oil refineries, sugar 
factory and other small factories. 

The beautiful city of Hams has also the honour of being the place where the greatest general of 
Islam, Hazrat Khaalid bin Waleed##, is resting in eternal peace. 
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Beside Hazrat Khaalid bin Waleed #£'s grave is the grave of Hazrat ‘Ubaidullah bin ‘Umar #?. 
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. HALB: 
Halbis a city which is 35 km from the border of Turkey and 350 km from Damaseus. It is the second largest 
city of Syria after Damascus. Its population is about two lac. This area has population remains since 5000 
B.C. there are different traditions regarding the name of this city-----some say that when Hazrat Ibraheem 
#£  migrated here from Iraq, he offered free milk to travelers. That is why this city was named Halb which 
means “to give milk.” Û 

When we entered the Halb city, we saw a castle at an elevated place right in the center of the city from a 
distance. Halb has a great historical importance. Halb is the only link between newly-independent states 
under Turkish and Russian domination and the Middle-east. It is an industrial city where shoe-making and 
cotton factories are situated. In Halb majority of people are from Armenia. When the Turkish people began 
the genocide ofthe people of Armenia, many Armenians took refuge in Halb. 

History tells us that the city of Halb is about 3 thousand years old. The city was populated numerous times 
and was plundered several times by different kings. À devastating earthquake destroyed this city and it 
adjoïining areas. About two lac thirty thousand people were killed in this accident. Today the Muslims are in 
majority. 70% are Sunni Muslims. Some Shi'ites, Alvi, Christians and Jews also reside here. When Israel 
came into existence, about 10,000 Jews of Halb settled in Israel. The old city of Halb is situated with the 
radius of3 miles around which there is a wall, whereas the new city is spread far and wide. 

In the year 1970 A.D, the latest type of flats have been constructed after demolishing ancient structures. 
Thealleys ofold city are narrow and dark and filthy water flows in the drains, whereas the streets of modern 
city are wide and spacious and there is an excellent drainage system.

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EGYPT: The capital of Egyptis Cairo. Its area 
is about 1,002,450 sq. km and population is nearly 
77,420,000. Egypt is a country in North Africa. 
The history of Egypt dates back to 5,000. This is 
the country where the Pharaoh ruled. Mount Toor 


is in this country where prophet Hazrat Moosa (2 
used to have a discourse. The name of Egypt is 
dedicated to the progeny of Noob, i.e. Misr bin 
Misrayam bin Haam bin Nooh. 

During the ancient kingdom of Egypt in 2,575 
B.C the famous wonder, the Pyramids, were built. 
River Nile is also in Egypt near which was the hut 
of prophet Hazrat Moosa £'s mother and in this 
river's way was the palace of Pharaoh. The Roman 
Christians snatched away Egypt from the Muslims 
in 642 A.D. Then the conqueror of Egypt, Hazrat 
‘Amrbinal-'Aas ##capturedit. 

A few specialities of Egypt are: Prophet 
Hazrat Moosa Kaleemullah (the one who talked 
with Allah) É£ was born here, Holy Prophet's ÆF 
wife and mother of the faithful, Hazrat Sayyidah 
Maariyah Qibtiyah #7 belonged to Egypt. The 
Pyramids of Egypt are among the seven wonders 
of the world, River Nile in Egypt is that river 
which restarted flowing after its closure. This is 
the longest river in the world. Its length is 6,660 
km. 

The mountains of Egypt have been described 
in the Holy Quran by the names Sina and Toor. 
Mount Toor is that mountain where prophet 
Hazrat MoosalËk was granted prophethood. 

The pharaohs of Egypt are mentioned from 
the time 3150 B.C to 330 B.C. Thus, the dead body 
of the last Pharaoh is in a museum in Cairo to this 
date. The Egyptians call themselves the most 
ancient citizens ofthe world. 

Egypt is mentioned at about thirty places in 
the Holy Quran. Some ofthese are as follows:

Here an incident occured in which the 
tyrant king of Egypt tried to cast evil intensions 
upon Hazrat Ibrahim 6L's wife, Hazrat Saarah #&, 
and his hands were paralyzed. At last he was 
humble to ask pardon from Hazrat Saarah #% and 
offered to Hazrat Ibraheem @$ Hazrat Haajirah fé 
as a gift. Egypt is the country of the in-laws of 
three prophets: 
1 Sayyiduna Hazrat Ibrahim @L's wife, Hazrat 
Haajirah(&. 
2 Hazrat Yoosuff4's wife, Zulekha/&. 
3 The Holy Prophet's ÉF wife, Hazrat Maaryiah 
Qibtiyah &, from whose womb the Holy 
Prophet's son, Ibraahcem, was born, 
.  Allthesethreesanctified women belong to Egypt. 
Hazrat Yoosuf#g led a major part of his life in 
this territory. He was auctioned in the markets of 
- Egypt, was broughtupin royal palace, went to jail, 
and then ruled with splendor, Hazrat Ya'qoob #4 
and his progeny stayed in Egypt whose detail is in 
Surah Yoosuf. Sikander Zulqurnain belongs to 
Egypt who laid the foundation of the city 
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Iskandriyah 
Prophets Hazrat Idrees Gb, Hazrat Daniyal EX, 


Hazrat Yousha'Ë£, Hazrat Amyaa and Hazrat'Eesa 
fé all were related to Egypt. Hazrat Moosa ÉX and 
Hazrat Haroon É£, too, belonged to Egypt. The 
incident of Hazrat Moosa ÉE and the Pharaoh is 


described in detail at various places in Holy 


Quran. 
Mount Toor is located on this auspicious land 


and it is here that Hazrat Moosa ÉZ used to get 
the honour of having discourse with ALLAH. It is 
here that brilliance of ALLAH was conspicuous 
on Hazrat Moosa É£ and the sweet sounds of 
“Certainly I am Allah” and rays of light all ejected 
from auspicious tree which is present in this 
region. 

Arrival of Islam has in Egypt: During the 
caliphate of Hazrat'Umar Farooq ## when Hazrat 
'Amr bin al-'Aas ## conquered Egypt, he laid the 
foundation of a mosque here which came to be 
known as “Jamia Umroo bin Aas”. Hazrat 'Amr 
bin al-'Aas ## was the first Imaam ofthis mosque. 


Along with him about 80 Companions ### of the 
Holy Prophet#f have worshipped in this mosque.

Near the mosque of Hafiz Ibne Hajr is Jamia- 
ul-Hakim. Near it is the grave of famous 
grammarian Alam Ibne Hasham whose book 
“Mughni-ul-Labib” is famous. In the same Way, 
there is street, mosque and shrine of ‘Allaamah 
Badruddin Ainnie in the alley at the back of Jamia- 
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ul-Azhar. À small distance from the mosque of 
‘Allaamah Aïnnie is the shrine of Ahmed-ul-Dair 
Maaliki 2% who is the Imaam of Maaliki sect. 

In Egypt there are numerous shrines for the 
visit of which the hearts of the faithful's palpitate. 
These includes the shrines of Companions### of 
the Holy Prophet##f, pious members of Holy 
Prophet's ÉF family, successors of the Holy 
Prophet's ÉF Companions #, followers of the 
successors ofthe Companions and saints. 

The Companions of the Holy Prophetä 
include Hazrat Imaam Husain ##'s auspicious 
head, Hazrat ‘Amr bin al-'Aas #?, Hazrat 
"Abdullah bin'Amr#?, Hazrat'Abdullah bin Haris 
Zubedi #?, Hazrat Abu Basrah Ghaffaari ## and 
Hazrat'Abdullah bin Khazaafah#?. 

The pious members ofthe Holy Prophet's XF 
family include Sayyidah Zainab ?, Sayyidah 
Rugaiyyah#?, Sayyidah Sakeenah#?, Sayyidah 
Nafeesah£?, Sayyidah 'Ayeshah bin Imaam Ja'far 
Sadiq®?, Sayyiduna Imaam Zain-ul-'Abideen and 
"Ali bin Hazrat Imaam Ja'far Sadiq##.

Mount Magtam is a sacred mountain of Egypt. In 
previous books superiority of this mountain has 
been mentioned. When the Companionst#££ ofthe 
Holy Prophet£f conquered Egypt, the former 
king of Egypt, Maquqas, offered Hazrat 'Amr bin 
i-'Aas %% 70,000 rupees for purchasing this 
mountain, When Hazrat 'Amr bin al-'Aas # wrote 


about this to Hazrat 'Umar Farooq ##, he said: 


“Ask him why he wants to purchase it?” Maquqas 
replied: “It is mentioned in our books that trees of 
heaven would grow on this mountain.” When this 
reply reached Hazrat 'Umar Farooq ##, he said: 
“The faithful are more deserving for the tress of 
heaven. So turn this place into a cemetery for 
Muslims.” (Mujammul Baldaan 176/5).

In this spacious cemetery no shrine of the

| ‘Aqabah bin 'Aamir #%, can be found. Hazrat 
| ‘Aamir's shrine is located at the other corner ofthe 


cemetery which is nearer to Imaam Shafi2£'s 
shrine. 
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Masjid Imaam Husain #?: 
The shrine of Hazrat Imaam Husain #® in the city of Cairo in Egypt. According tolocal tradition, the 
auspicious head of Hazrat Imaam Husain # was buried here in 1153 A.D. Both the local people and 
historians are silent on the question as to from where his head was brought here to be buried. 

Certainly there is an extremely beautiful and attractive mosque on top of the shrine which is worth 
seeing the Karbala incident took place in the year 682 A.D. this way one cannot accept the fact that 
Hazrat Imaam Husain ##'s head can be brought to Cairo for burial after 471 years. 

According to my perusal after Hazrat Husain #? was beheaded, his head was brought to Damascus 
on a javelin under the supervision of army where there was Yazeed. Alongwith this head the heads of 
members of Holy Prophet's## family were also brought here which were buried in the graveyard of 
members of Holy Prophet'sÆ#f family. 

Hence the head of Imaam Husain #is buried in the Jamia Masjid of Damascus. When 1 went to 
Damascus in 1999 A.D I visited these shrines as well whose detail account is present in my book “Land 
ofthe Prophets#”. 

During my tour of Islamic countries, I specially noted this thing that in order to play with the 
emotions of the Muslims, great people's shrines have been built in more than one place, but no 
investigator has ever confuted this. 

When I visited Hazrat 'Ali #'s shrine in Najaf Ashraf, I vehemently recalled Hazrat 'Ali 5"s 
“shrine” built in Afghanistan which was built with the same splendor in Mazar Sharif area of 
Afghanistan, Due to the ingress and egress of people hera at this shrine, the entire area is famous by the 


name “Mazar Sharif”, Hence it is a big challenge for our investigators, but who shall hurl the first stone 
in this direction? 
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Jaame' Masjid Husaini: This is a famous mosque of Egypt. Here a shirt and a tunic attributed to Hazrat 
Husain ## are preserved and according to a saying Hazrat Husain #8's headis also buried here.

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River Nile is a famous river of Egypt. This is the river in which prophet Hazrat Moosa #£'s mother laid 


him in, fearing the Pharaoh, and River. Nile took Hazrat Moosa 2 to the Pharaoh's palace with its flow 
Hazrat Yoosuf #2 was buried near this river. During the times of Hazrat Moosa É4, Hazrat Yoosuf f4's 
body was extruded and buried in Al-Khalil and according to saying he was buried in Nablas, This is the 
river which restarted flowing upon Hazrat'Umar ##'s orders 
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The Pyramids of Egypt: in Egypt, at the 
western bank of River Nile and in the annexations 
of Cairo, are the Pyramids which carry the 
distinction of being the most ancient wonders in 
history. There are ten pyramids situated, out of 
which only three are counted as wonders. Out of 
these three, the biggest pyramid is named after the 
Egyptian Pharaoh, Khoofu, the second one is 
Pharaoh Khizrey while the third is famous by the 


name Pharaoh Menkoray. 
During the times of Egyptian Pharaohs, this 


region was used as a royal cemetery. Majority of 
investigators seem to agree on the date of 
construction of the pyramids to be between 2700 
B.C to 2500 B.C. For the purpose of brevity, only 
the facts and figures of the largest pyramid, 
Khoofu, are being presented here which will be of 
interest to the readers. 

On land, all four sides of this pyramid stand at 
755 feet. The actual height was 480 feet and 11 
inches. Due to erosion by desert-winds, the upper 
portion measuring about 30 feet, has turned into 
tiny fragments and has been lost in the boundless 
amplitude of the desert. Today, its height is 449 
feet and 6 inches. 

Around 23 hundred thousand stones of 

different sizes, weighing an average of 2,500 kgs 
have been utilized in its construction. The total 
weight of these stones is around 5,840,000 tons. 
The total volume of these stones made up of lime 
and granite is around 90,700,000 cubic feet. The 
giant stone which makes up the roof of the special 
tomb can weigh around 40 to 60 thousand 
kilograms. 
The material used to affix the stones together is 
Still intact, binding and holding fast the stones, 
even after thousands of years. The heaviest stone 
weighing around 290 tons has been found in the 
third Pyramid. 

The human intellect is amazed at the fact that 
the Egyptian culture was at its summit such that so 
many heavy stones from nearby and far-flung 
mines (at least 500 miles) were brought atthe 
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current site and placed at their positions. Analysts 
conjecture that more or less one hundred thousand 
workers must have worked for 20 years in a stretch 
in constructing these pyramids. Prior to this, it 
would have taken at least ten years to construct 
that slope on which the stones were transferred to 
the top. Inspite of all scientific advancement, is 
has not been discovered yet out of what material 
have the stones been bound together to construct 
this building. The layer of the material is so thin 
that not a single aperture can be seen and the entire 
building looks like a gigantic conical rock. It is 
shocking that there is not a single mountain or 
mine ofstones near the pyramids within a radius of 
500 miles. How come two million stones more or 
less, each block weighing 2,500 to 3,000 
kilograms, reached here? 

The pyramids remained closed for an 
extensive period of time. During his reign, Caliph 
Haroon-ur Rasheed tried to unfold the mystery of 
these pyramids. The Great Pyramid was delved 
into. Utilizing fire and catapults, and after 
spending huge amount of money, hardly one 
portion was pulled down. By chance, that place 
emerged which was the way to go to the top. After 
excavation it came to be known that the inner 
dimension of the wall was equivalent to twenty 
hands. A tray made out of green topaz was found in 
the way leading inside on which there were 1,000 
deenaars placed, Each deenaar weighed one 
augiyah. When this came into Maamoon's 
knowledge, he got the details of the expenditure 
on the excavation of the pyramids. When 
calculation were performed, it was amazing to 
note that the amount of deenaars was equal to the 


expenditure on the excavation, 
Allaamah Sayyooti has also written an incident 


while describing the wonders of these pyramids 
that during the reign of Ahmed bin Tooloon, a 
goblet was recovered from the pyramids whose 
speciality was that it weighed the same either it 
was empty or full of water. 
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In order to visit the pyramids of Egypt, one has 
to purchase a ticket worth 155 Egyptian pounds. 
When we reached the door of the pyramids and 
had a close look at the stones, we came to know 
that no stone was less than 5 feet in length and 
weighed at least 10 tons. After a journey of 32 feet 
through the path, we came to know that the 
pyramid is a dark, straightened grave. But this 
grave was not of any commoner; it was Pharaoh 
Khoofu's, for which we had to cross 344 feet and 
reach the site where the Pharaoh's body was kept. 
Due to dearth of oxygen while passing through 
dark, straitened path, I began to feel short of 
breath. 

Ya'qoob Nizami writes that when we reached 
our destination, we saw an old Egyptian wearing a 
long, traditional gown, welcoming the tourists. 
\fter passing through a three feet wide tunnel and 
with our heads bowed down, we reached a room. 
This room was the “King Chamber” or the king's 
room, This room was 17 feet wide, 34 feet long 
and 19 feet high. Each stone fixed in the roof was 
no less than 40 to 60 tons heavy. This was the very 
room when the mummified body of King Khoofu 
was placed. At one side of the room there was 
space for placing a dead-body which was like a tub 
carved out of stones. On the contrary, it should be 
called stone grave instead of tub. When 1 peeped 
inside, it was empty. There was neither the 
Pharaoh nor his treasure. The guide informed us 
that after the struggle of thousands of years when 
the European questers of gold, silver and 
diamonds reached here, they were surprised to 
know that this room was devoid ofanything. Itwas 
not easy, but impossible for the thieves to reach 
this site, since-there is no door to reach here. 
Morcover, no secret path has been traced out in 
spite of these modern times and no one knows 
where the treasure is. 
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These are the pyramids which the Pharaoh got constructed by slaving the 
Israelites, These pyramids were built by different Pharaobs in different years for their graves. This place 
is, in fact, the royal cemetery ofthe Pharaoh.

1907 A.D, when Sir Grafton East Smith examined this corpse, he found a thick layer of salt deposited on it 
whichisclearevidence that the corpse remained drowned in saltish water ofthe sea. 
There is a list of instructions on the entrance of the room where the Pharaoh's carcass is kept. This list also 
includes the instruction of not making any noise because it adversely affects the environment, Instruments 
to measure temperature have been installed at the side of the head of the Pharaoh and other mummies. The 
entire body is wrapped in white bandage. Surely, the feet and the face are kept unwrapped. His height is 
average. Not just the flesh but the skin, too, has dried up, and the one who had claimed to be the God looks 
nothing but a skeleton ofancient bones! When we came out, we had a quick glance at the stuffon the basis of 
whichthe Pharaoh used to claim:

* The Pharaoh's museum of Egypt: In the Egyptian city Cairo there is a museum attributed to the 
Pharaoh, the entrance-ticket charges of which are 35 Egyptian pounds. When you enter the museum of 
Egypt, you will feel as if you have entered a royal court. On the first floor, just infront ofthe main gate, there 
is a very big hall, to enter which one has to get down using stairs. When one sees the statues ofthe Pharaoh's 
kings inside the hall, one feels if all the Pharaohs have gathered at one place and have set up a joint royal 
court. Just opposite is Amnonus the Third, sitting with his queen and three sons. The statue is 10 feet long.

There is also a boat which 
is 60 feet in length. This boat was kept in King Khofu's shrine to be used by him when he was supposed to 
resurrect. Kept nearby are large earthen pots made of gold, muffler, waist-band, armlet and sil er utensils 
and glazed earthen jars recovered from the grave of Princess Nafru Fattaah.

Hazrat!Umar#® was always highly concerned about people's beliefs and ideologies that there shouldn't 
arise any flaw inthem. The tree under which the CompanionsÆÆ® had taken an oath ofallegiance by placing 
their hands on the that of the Holy Prophet #F, about which the Holy Quran speaks of in the following 
words: 
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“Allah was pleased with the believers when they were pledging allegiance with you under thetree..." 
(Soorahal-Fath, 48:18) 
ofcourse possessed a holy designation. But when Hazrat'Umar#® came to know that people are visiting it 


withthemere objective of acquiring auspiciousness, he got it cut-off. (Ref: Damanshoor) Similarly, he also 
gotconcerened regarding Hajr-e Aswad the (holy) black stone that since many new Muslim converts had 
been idol-worshipping pagans in their past lives, may it not be that they start worshipping Hajr-e Aswad, 
100: Therefore, with the objective of warning people that it is not due to any intrinsic greatness of the stone 
but mere following the way of the Holy Prophet ÉFthat we sanctify it, and that it does not possess any 
characteristic of creating closeness with Allah (Ref: /tfihaaf), once when he reached Hajr-e Aswad, he 
declared loudly, addressing it: “I bear testimony that you are just a stone. You can bring neither good nor 
evil. My Lord/Sustainer is the very One except whom there is no god worthy ofworship. II had not seen the 
Holy Prophet 67 touching and kissing you with reverence, I had never done so." (Ref: Kanz) Also, Hazrat 
lUmar#% is reported to have said about Khaana-e Ka'bah thatit is only a building made of some stones, but 
Allah has designated it to be our Qiblah so that we face towards it while performing the prayers during our 
life, and, after death, are laid insidethe grave with our head facing towards it. (Ref: Kanz) 
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River Euphrates at the bank of which Hazrat Husain # encamped prior to his martyrdom. 
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The plains of Karbala: It is here that Hazrat Imaam Husain #, along with 16 members of the Holy 
Prophet's#F family, was martyred.

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The shrines of prophets Hazrat Hood #4 and Hazrat Saaleh situated in the Iraqi city of Najaf. 
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MADAAIN: Madaain is a small city, infact, a district. During the Sasani rule, it was the capital of Iran, 
and Kisraa used to live in this city. During those times, the river Dajlah used to flow right through the center 
ofthis city. The western part of Dajlah was called Behr-e Shiraz while the eastern part was called Madaain. 
Today, the river has deviated a little from the city and the city is inhabited on its eastern part only. 

The Iranian kings had declared Madaain their capital city due to its excellent climate and great location. 
A fort so strong was built in it that it was conceived to be invincible, but those bedouins of Arabia, under the 
captivating cohabitation of the Holy Prophet#f , were destined to rid humanity of the tyranny of kings. 
They reached here, dressed in rotten clothes and with meagre resources. In the beginning, Kisraa ignored 
them as insignificant rivals, but the severe fightat Qaadisiyah broke the back of Kisraa and he was besieged 
at Madaain. He thought that his invincible fort and the river Dajlah flowing infront of it would save him 
from the power of Muslims, but no river or mountain could stop the army of Allah who had embarked upon 
the journey of exalting Allah's teachings, and at last, the city of Madaain which was once thought to be 
invincible, got rid of the domination and false grandeur of Kisraa forever. From that day onwards, this cit y 
has been underthe sway of Muslims. 

As one enters Madaain, the first thing he comes across is a Jaame' Masjid central mosque. Within the 
premises of the mosque, three companions of the Holy Prophet#F are buried. These are Hazrat Salmaan 
Faarisi#®, Hazrat Huzaifah bin Yamaan #? and Hazrat' Abdullah bin Jaabir#?. We saluted all three ofthem 
who were resting in eternal peace inside their shrines. 

Hazrat Salmaan Faarisi ## died during the caliphate of Hazrat 'Usman #? in Madaain and was laid to 
rest in peace here. The following tradition of Hadeeth is still inscribed on his grave.

“Salmaan is fromamongstus the family (ofthe Holy Prophet/#f)." 
Near the shrine of Hazrat Salmaan Faarisi #? are two more shrines. One of them is of Hazrat 


Huzaïfah bin Yamaan ## while the name of Hazrat ‘Abdullah bin Jaabir #® is inscribed on the second. 
(Ziyaaraat-e Mugaddasah, pg 141). 
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The shrine of Hazrat Salmaan Faaris in Salmaan Park, about 30 km from Baghdaad, in the Iragi city 


Madaain. In one part of this building is the grave of an illustrious companion of the Holy ProphetéxF,

The Palace of Kisraa: Hazrat Mufti 
Muhammad Tagi 'Usmani # writes that after 


visiting the shrines of the Companions ee of 


the Holy Prophet in the city Madaain, we 
advanced to see a wall of the palace of Kisra 
which is still existent at the end ofthe city. This 
wall has become a symbol of admonition. This 
was the very palace of Kisraa which was the 
supreme power of the world and whose 
parapets had fallen to earth at time of the birth 
of the Holy ProphetË® and whose splendor 
was shown to the Holy Prophetéff in sparks of 
fire when he was digging a trench during the 
battle of Khandaq (trench) and good tidings 
were given to him that soon this palace would 
be under the control of Muslims. When this 
good news was being delivered, the condition 
of the Muslims was such that the people of 
Madinah were highly exhausted owing to the 
attacks of joint front oftribes of Arab. The Holy 
ProphetÆ# took part in digging the trench with 
his sacred hands. Later, the world saw that 
within 15 years of this incident, the belivers in 
the Holy Prophetäxf pronounced the name of 
Allah and collided with the super power by 
whose rank and grandeur even the palaces of 
Rome trembled with fear. 

This wall of Kisraa's palace, which has stood 
the gusts of more than 14 centuries, is still a 
picture of splendour. Nobody standing beneath 
it can escape the impression of its awe. Its 
various bastions are still intact. There is a tall, 
arched door in the middle after which there are 
signs of a spacious hall, and it looks as ifit was 
a court of Kisraa or some other significant part 
ofthe palace. 

According to a tradition of Hadeeth, the 
curtain which was hanging at the door of this 
palace was set on fire while Madaain was being 
conquered. Later, about 10 hundred thousand 
misqaal (a measure) gold was recoverd from 
this curtain which cost around ten million 
dirhams. (The History of Baghdaadby Al- 
Khateeb, part 1, pg 131). Such rotten and 
obliterated is the condition ofthe façade ofthis 
building that the Caliph Mansoor, who had 
taken up the work of its restoration and 
renovation, was again stuck in perplexity, and 
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after much deliberation it was decided to put an 
end to the work because a lot of money money 
had already been put into it and there seemed 
very less chance of its successful restoration. 
So this palace remains as such from that time. 
(The History of Baghdaadby Al-Khateeb, part 
1,pg 130, 131; Jahaan-e Deedah, pg 610) 

What had been the state of splendour ofthis 
palace when it was in its prime life? Its sky- 
high entrenchment was certainly invincible 
given the state of technology in those times. 
The river Dajlah used to flow beneath this 
entrenchment. Therefore, to climb and conquer 
this entrenchment after crossing the river was 
almost impossible in the presence of ever- 
ready soldiers positioned every moment with 
arrows, spears and boiling oil. 

Muslims let this palace remain as a 
monument of admonition. Caliph Mansoor 
once thought of demolishing it. On this, his 
Jrani advisor suggested to him that ifthis palace 
is allowed to remain as such, an impression 
would be created on every beholder that Allah's 
assistance was certainly with the Muslims, 
otherwise the ill-equipped Bedouins of Arabia 
could not have conquered such a palace. As a 
first reaction, Mansoor submitted to this advice 
but later thought that since the advisor was an 
Iranian, he was advising him such in order to 
try to keep his ancestors' monument standing, 
So the Caliph, not caring about the advice, 
ordered it to be demolished. But when the 
palace began to be demolished, it came to be 
known after pulling down a small portion that 
the expense of its demolishing would be much 
higher than the recovery from its debris, and 
hence, a huge amount of national wealth would 
go down the drain, At this occasion, Mansoor 
called upon the same advisor to get some piece 
of advice. The advisor said: “I had advised you 
carlier not to demolish it, but now 1 think it 
would be disgraceful for you that people 
remark that Muslims could not pull down a 
palace built by the franians, So now, I advise 
you to demolish it.” (Jahaan-e Deedah, pg 60) 
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Mufti Muhammad Taqi 'Usmani # writes that since the Shiites consider Hazrat Moosa Kazim 27 
ofthetwelve Imaams. the building constructed over his shrine is a model of very fine architecture. 
arets and gates are coated with golden-coloured water that looks brilliant even from a distance. There 
always a scene of a fair and hustle bustle at this shrine. Some are coming to laud the beauty of this 
building, some are circumambulating it after kissing the trellis-work, some are offering benediction at the 
Shrine considering the buried to possess the power ofsolving their problems, while others have even turned 
it into their Ka'bah (may Allah protect us). Near the shrine there are several hotels of every kind. Some 
people have turned into guides for visitors of the shrine, some are dealing in decorating flowers and 
… sprinkling scented water on the shrine, some are putting cash and coins inside the trell is-work, thinking this 
acttobe a source oftheir salvation. 

In this deluge of ignorance and faithlessness, who has the time to think that the buried himself has always 
been free from all such rubbish! After death, ifthey had the option, their shrine would have been nothing but 
araW gravein accordance with Sunnah, instead of being concrete and solid. Neither there would have been 
this shining palace over their grave nor anyone would have dared to be the perpetrator of acts of infidelity. It 
is the characteristic of acts and customs polluted with Shirk associating partners with Allah - that they are 
not universal. On the contrary, they have a different face in every region. Since they are not based on the 
Quran and Sunnah way ofthe Holy ProphetÆ#F, people of different regions carve out some customs which 
are usually unknown in other regions where different customs are being followed. The same is obsevred in 
theheresies connected with visiting shrines. À few customs which were scen in Iraq were similar to the ones 
we see in India and Pakistan, while some were absolutely new, not prevalent in other countries, What can a 
helpless traveller do except to lament on the perpetration of injustice with the shrines ofthese saints and ask 
benediction to show them the right path. These people have entangled the naive commoners in these 


nonsensical customs instead of educating them of the true teachings of these pious people. (/ahaa(n)- 
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KARKH: The locality named Karkh has now 
expanded into a cemetery which is famous by the 
name “AI-Karkh”. If we go straight into the 
cemetery, we will find the shrine of Hazrat 
Ma'aroof##. At one corner of the mosque, in a 
corner-like room, lies the actual grave of Hazrat 
Ma'aroofKarkhi##. 


Shrine of 'Allaamah Sayyid Mahmood 
Aloosi 2% (author of the celebrated exegesis of 
the Holy Quran: Rooh-ul Ma'aani): Maulana 
Mohecbullah 2% writes in the account of his 
travels that when we exit the shrine of Hazrat 
Ma'aroof Karkhi:25, a few feet towards the right 
is a simple but strong shrine in which the famous 
commentator and interpretor of the Holy Quran, 
Allaamah Abul Fazal Shahabuddin Sayyid 
Mahmood Aloosi Baghdaadi is resting in eternal 
peace. His name is written on the tablet of his 
shrine. The aforementioned is Hasani Husani 
Sayvid a descendant of the Holy ProphetÆiF 
through Hazrat Hasan and Hazrat Husain#®. 

He was born in the year 1217 A.H. His family 
was settled in a place near the river Euphrates 
which was called ‘“Aloos” owing to which he came 
to be known as “Aloosi”. In 1250 A.H he was 
appointed as a preacher in the Jaame' Masjid of 
Sayyiduna (our leader) Ghous-ul A'zam 'Abdul 
Qaadir Jeelani 2%. Later, he was officially 
appointed as a jurist of Baghdaad. He died in the 
year 1270 A.H and was buried beside Hazrat 
Ma'aroof Karkhi:£5. 


The Tomb of Queen Zubedah %* in 


Karkh: In the western part of Al-Karkh 
graveyard, a uniquely-styled tomb can be seen. 
Here, the wife of Caliph Haroon-ur Rasheed, 
Queen Zubedah %#, is buried. This tomb is a 
master- piece of architecture. Its dome is not 
au but conical in shape, about 150 to 200 feet 
tal]. 

One of the great works of the Queen was the 
Splendid gift of the stream named Zubedah for the 
residents of Makkah Mukarramah. She took 
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advice of expert engineers to work out the same 
made to overcome the dearth of water. After 
surveying, the engineers told that there were 
fountains of water flowing in the mountainous 
region of Taaif. Water could be brought from 
there as a stream, but there were huge mountains in 
the way, and to cut through those was extremely 
difficult. The Queen ordered the stream to be 
delved at any cost, even if one gold coin had to be 
paid for each mattock. At last, after much hard 
work and spending a colossal amount of money, 
this plan saw the light ofthe day. 

Certainly this was a great Sadqa-e Jaariyah 
constant reward - from which the residents of 
Makkah Mukarramah and the pilgrims benefitted. 
Thisdeed ofthe Queen was granted the privilege 
ofacceptance by Allah, therefore, when the Queen 
died, Hazrat Abdullah bin Mubaarak 2% saw her 
in his dream. He asked her, “How did Allah treat 
you?” Shereplied, 

GE on Je 
“In Makkah, Allah had granted me forgiveness me 
on the hit ofthe first mattock!” 

Queen Zubedah was a very religious woman. 
She used to acquire great pleasure in recitation of 
the Holy Quran. For this purpose, about hundred 
Haafizahs (women who have learnt the Holy 
Quran by heart) were deputed. Each was given the 
task ofreciting 10° part ofthe Holy Quran and this 


way the atmosphere was always filled with sweet 
sounds ofthe Holy Quran. 


Shrine of Hazrat Habecb Raa'i 2% in 


Karkh: The shrine of Hazrat Habeeb Raa'i 22 is 
near Queen Zubedah's tomb in the region of 
Karkh. I visited this shrine in 1988. It is a simple 
shrine. Many saints have passed by the name 
“Habeeb”, butthe more famous one is Sheikh Abu 
Mohammed Habeeb Farsi, famous by the name 
Habeeb 'Ajmi, and Sheikh Abu Halcem bin 
Saleem Raa'i, A certain person asked his counsel 
to which he replied: 
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“Do not make your heart and stomach centers of 
greed and'unlawful things." 
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Shrine of Hazrat Dawood Taai 2% in 


Karkh: His family name was Abu Suleman and 
his actual name was Dawood bin Nasr Taai Koofi. 
He fasted continuosly for 40 years. Once, a man 
asked him: “Don't you wish to have some bread?” 
He replied: “In the time taken to grind and gulp 
down pieces of bread, 50 sentences of the Holy 
Quran can be recited!” He died in the year 160, 
162 or 165 A.H. When his mother was inquired 
about the condition of his death, she replied: 
“Dawood used to remain engaged in worshipping 
all night. Last night, he prostrated and remained in 
that position for such a long time that the time for 
Fajar prayers approached. I called upon my son to 
lift up his head as it was time for Fajar prayers. 
When I went close to him, his soul had already 
departed.” 

A pious man saw him in his dream, saying: “I 
have attained freedom from prison.” After waking 
up, this person went to his home to find out that he 
had passed away. At the time of his death, a divine 
voice was heard from the sky: “Dawood Taai has 
reached Us and We are pleased with him!” 

Note: To read and visit the shrines of 50 other 
saints like Hazrat Dawood Taai 2%, kindly go 
through the compiler's book titled “Tabarrukaat-e 
Auliyaa” 

Shrine of Sheikh Ibraheem Khawas in 
Karkh: Near the shrine of Hazrat Dawood

patriarchs like Hazrat Junaid Baghdaadi 2 and 
Abdul Hasan Noori£%. Once, people asked him: 
“From where do you get food?” since food could 
not be seen coming from anywhere. “He replied: 
“obtain food from that place from where a child 
gets food in their mother's womb and from where 
the wild animals get food.” Allah arranges food 
without being visible to others. It is stated in the 
Quran: “Allah creates a way out of salvation for 
those who keep fearing Him and grants them 
livelihood from where they cannot even think of.”

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: par Baabul is a very ancient city of Iraq 
ruins are still spread far and wide near 
River Dajlahh, about 60 miles from Baghdaad. In 
ancient times, Baabul was the capital of Iran. It 
was the capital city of the famous kings of Iran, 
Bakht Nasr, Saaras and Daaraa. Its authority was 
established upto the present-day Iraq, Iran, 
Kurdistan and Armenia. 
The former president of Iraq, Saddaam Husain 
(late) reinstated the ruins of Baabul during the 
years 1986 to 1989 AD and preserved the ancient 
city of Baabul. To restore the city to its present 
| form, a famous German archacologist, Robat 
Coidway, provided his assistance. 
| Yagoob Nizami Sahib writes: “To view the 
historic ruins of Baabul, we entered through Ishtar 
L Gate. Ishtar was the name of a great goddess in the 
| times of Namrood. Probably this name had been 
L  adopted from that goddess. When the city was 
populated, this was the largest gate to enter the 
L city. Possibly the word “Baabul” has been derived 
L in relation to the demigods and goddesses. Since 
“Baab” means gate in Arabic, and “Aili” means 
demigods in Hebrew, thus “Baabul” means “Gate 
ofDemigods”. 
There is still a very big gate to enter the ancient 
city of Baabul, which is quite high and on its both 
sides there are beautiful pictures of animals in blue 
and yellow color. Inside the city there were royal 
places, magnificient mansions of wazirs and the 
affluent people, and along with them, houses of 
commoners built of baked and crude bricks. The 
doors of the houses were not very high: a person 
could just enter by crouching. The houses of 
common people did not bear any windows or 
_ventilators. They comprised of only one room, 
although some houses comprised of 10 to 15 
rooms 100, with a single courtyard, It looks as if 
Vous huge houses belonged to the rich and high- 
officials. 
Afer entering the city of Baabul through the big 
/ Witnessing the ruins of that city the 
2] tales still sound around the world.

city. After this, we went inside to find 
on the left and right sides each. 
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On the outside was an open verandah. The 
building on the left housed the office of tourism 
and a gift-shop while there was a museum in the 
building on the right. The people in our caravan 
went to the gift-shop, but I went to the museum 
instead. In this museum is the well of Haaroot and 
Maaroot. 

According to the ruins of Baabul discovered to 
date, this city was spread upto a distance of21 km. 
In the city there were sites and grounds for royal 
crermonies, and royal pathways for the soldiers. 
Besides these, there were places of worship, 
houses of the rich and settlements for the 


commoners. 


The Hanging Gardens of Baabul: The 
hanging gardens of Baabul, that is, gardens 
suspended in thin air, are among the Seven 
Wonders of the World. These gardens were made 
by Bakht Nasr in the year 600 B.C. I could not 
find the ruins of these gardens anywhere, but our 
guide, Sa'd, told me that the Hanging Gardens 
used to be at the bank of River Euphrates. In those 
times, River Euphrates used to flow near this city. 
Presently, although the Hanging Gardens do not 
exist in the ruins of Baabul anymore, but I saw 
numerous date and palm trees in these ruins. These 
gardens were spread in an extensive area during 
the time when it was flourishing. 

The experts have not been able to solve the 
mystery to date that how was water supplied 
without the assistance of any machine or pump to 
these gardens stationed at such height. Since 
presently, water is extracted from the wells 
through pulleys, therefore, we can assume that in 
the same way, workmen must have utilized 
pulleys to supply the water of River Euphrates to 
the gardens at such height. This is similar to the 
method used in Sindh (Pakistan) and other desert- 
areas where humans or horses and donkeys are 
used as ploughs to extract water from wells.

The city Shiraz, which is the capital ofthe 
province Faraaz, is famous in many respects for its 
religious and historical status. It is the burial place 


of Hazrat Sheikh Sa'adi:2 and Hafiz Shirazi=. In 
Bastaam, Hazrat Ba-yazeed Bastaami 2% is buried, 
in Kharqan, Hazrat Abul Hasan Kharqaani#, and 
in Nishapur, Hazrat Fareed-ud Deen lAttaar 2 are 
laid to rest in peace. Mashhaad, which is the capital 
of the province Khurasaan , is one of the most 
famous cities of Iran to be visited. Here Hazrat'Ali 
Raza “is laidtorestin peace.

lhe arrival of the Holy Prophet#* in 
Baet-ul Muqaddas (Palestine): The Holy 
Prophet#ff came to Baet-ul Muqaddas from 
Makkah on (a supernatural animal called) 
Burraag along with Hazrat Jibraeel #k in 620 AD. 
His journey from Makkah to Baet-ul Muqgaddas is 
known as /sraa. The wall in the premises of 
Masjid-e Agsaa with which the Holy 
Prophet##fhad tied his Burraag is known as 
“Haait-ul Burraag” (the wall of Burraag). The 
distance between Makkah and Baet-ul Muqaddas 
is 1300 km. Upto 2 A.H the Holy ProphetÆxf used 
to turn towards Baet-ul Muqaddas for performing 
prayers, Then, the divine order to change the 
Qiblah to Khaana-e Ka'bah was revealed. The 
population of Baet-ul Mugaddas is 250,000. The 
lowest region in the world, the dead sea , is present 


in Palestine, This is the place where the people of 
Lootwere drownedinariver. 


The contruction of Masjid-e Aqsaa 
during Islamic times: In 137 B.C the Roman 
emperor banished the rebellious Jews from Baet- 
ul Muqaddas and Palestine. In 4 A.D. the Romans 
embraced Christianity and built a church in Baet- 
ul Mugaddas., When the Holy ProphetÆfF reached 
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Baet-ul Mugaddas during the journey of Mairaaj 
The Ascension - he found neïther any masjid nor 
temple there. In the Holy Quran, that very place is 
said to be Masjid-e Agsaa where Hazrat Ya'qoob 
fébbuilt amosque. 
When Baet-ul Muqaddas was 
conquered During the Caliphate of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddeeq ## two battles were fought against 
the Romans on the Palestine front: the Battle of 
Ajnaadeen (July, 634 A.D.) and the Battle of 
Baisaan (January, 635A.D). The Romans were 
defeated in both. Then, in August 636 A.D, the 
battle of Yarmook opened the doors of Syria and 
Palestine to the Muslims. Hazrat'Amr Bin al-'Aas 
*# conquered Sibistiyah (Samriah), Nablus, Lud, 
‘Ainwaas and Baet-e Jibrain and besieged Bait-ul- 
Mugaddas. Then on the request of Pope of Bait-ul- 
Mugaddas, Safronewas, the Caliph Hazrat 'Umar 
& arrived in Baet-ul Mugaddas and the city was 
conquered according to a peace-treaty in May 637 
AD. 


Sultan Salahuddin Ayubi freed Bait-ul- 
Mugaddas: 

Sultan Salahuddin Ayubi(1174 A.D to 1193 A.D) 
was a great ruler of Egypt and Syria. He defeated 
the Christians in the battle of Hatain in northern 
Palestine and , after two months, got Bait-ul- 
Mugaddas vacated from them. He alighted the 
golden crucifix affixed at Qabtul Sakhra and put 
up the cresent there. He demolished the alter and 
the wall surrounding Sukhra and coloured its 
dome in golden. (240) Except a few coastal cities, 
he freed the entire Palestine. After Bait-ul- 
Muqaddas was conquered, the Sultan did not 
arrange the Christians and letthem abandon the 
city for a nominal ransom, even that the Sultan 
paid the ransom of poor and old Christians from 
his own pocket, 


The division of Palestine and Formation 
ofIsrael: 

Due to SecondWorld War (1939A.D to 1945A.D) 
the Europeon Jews migrated swiftly towards 
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Palestine. Afer the war, UNO came into existence 
which passed and accepted the resolution of 
division of Palestine in November,1947 on 
American stance. In this the tragedy was that 
about 6.22 lac Jews were awarded 55% of the land 
area while about 12.5 lac Arabs were put off on 
45% of the total area. On this, a battle ensued 
between the Arabs and Jews. On 14* May,1948 
A.D. Britain proclaimed abandoning of 
Palestimne and the same day the Jews proclaimed 
the foundation of their illegal state in Tal Aviv by 
the name of Israel, which was instantly recognized 
by the then Super Powers , Russia and America. 
On this Jewish Atrocity, the forces of Syria, Egypt, 
Iraq, Jordan and Lebanon entered Palestine, Due 
to the patronage of Imperialistic countries, the 
Jews were on the favourable side, and they seized 
78% of the land, although Western Jordan and 
Bait-ul-Mugaddas were seized by Jordan and 
Gaza Strip was seized by Egypt. So now the first 
Qibla of theMuslims is under Jewish control. 
From the devastation in 70A.D., a portion of the 
wall of Sulemani Temple remains where the 
Jewish pilgrims used to weep since two thousand 
years, That is why it is known as “Plainting Wall”. 
Now the Jews continue planning to demolish 
Masjid Agsa and build a temple there. This plan 
can only be negated by the unity of Muslim 
countries, Israel has made Bait-ul-Muqgaddas its 
Capital. 
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Bait-ul-Mugqaddas. 
According to the saying of the Holy Prophet#r, 
praying once in this masjid yields the reward of 
50,000 prayers. In Bait-ul- Mugaddas there is an 
extremely beautiful wooden pulpit near the arch 
which has twelve stairs. The entire masjid is 
covered with the best carpets. Ontherightis a very 
spacious hall for women while on the left is a very 
arch of Hazrat Zakariyaa #£. Near the gate of the 
majid, on the left side, is a cavern. It is famous 
about the cavern that it was here that prophet 
Hazrat Suleman ËX got the mischievous demons 
punished after tying them up with its pillars. So 
there are still iron rings in these pillars. 


The Sanctuary of MasjidAqsa: 

Che sanctuary of Masjid Agsa is about 1600 feet 
long upto Qiblah and 1300 feet wide. Pn all four 
sides is a wall with doors init. In the centre there is 
a platform on the top of which is asplendid domed 
buildingwhich houses Sukhra Sharif. It is the very 
rock on which the foot prints of the Holy 
Prophet##f and Jabracel Amin were affixed. So 
the Holy Prophet#ff led the prayers ofthe prayers 
ofthe prophets. Later he cameto Sukhra Sharifto 
ride Burag to advance to heavens. In the sanctuary 
of Masjid Agsa, various big and small buildings 
have constructed here and there. Out of these, 
some are the shrines of prophets, Companions of 
the Holy ProphetÆ#, saints and scholars. While 
some other memories are adhered to other 
buildings. In the same way there are trees and 
grass of some places. In Sukhra Sharif the 
benedictions of the HolyProphet(PBUH) include 
three auspicious hairs and one auspicious foot- 
print. Near Sukhra Sharif, on the left side, is the 
site where prophet Hazrat Dawood (4 and Hazrat 
Suleman Ë£ delivered sermons and counsets and 
decided cases. There is a small dome on the top of 


this site. Itisthe sanctified site about which the 
Holy Quran has said: 
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Glorious is He Who made His servant travel by 
night from al-Masjid-ul Haraam to al-Masjid-ul 
Agsaa whose environs We have blessed, so that 
We let him see some of Our signs. Surely, He is 
the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing.” 

(Soorah Bani Israeel, 17:1) 

Within the limits of Bait-ul-Muqaddasthere is the 
shrine of Hazrat Suleman ##, prophet of ALLAH. 
His grave is about 30 feet long and 12 feet high. On 
the top is a green-coloured cover. Near the head 
part is a large, green-coloured turban. After 
visiting this shrine we visited the shrine of Hazrat 
Mariyam Siddeeqah f#.The same wall surrounds 
the old city of Bait-ul-Muqaddas which was built 
by the Turks. There are seven gates to enter the 
city. “babul Mamoor” is the biggest gate, i.e. the 
main gate. The city is divided into four parts: In the 
first part are the Muslims, in the second part arethe 
Christains, in the third part are ther Jews while in 
the fourth part are the people of America. The 
biggest part is where the Muslims live. Masjid 
Agsa and Masjid Sukhra are located in this part. In 
the part where the Muslims reside, just outside the 
wall of the city, is a grave yard of Muslims where 
there are graves of many martyrs and Companions 
of the Holy Prophet##F. Standing in the grave 
yard, if we turn our backs towards the city, we will 
have Mount Zaitoon in front of us with the valley 
of Kaderoon at its foot. À small distance from this 
is the church about which the Christians claim to 
be the place where the Roman ruler, Pontis, set up 
this tribunal to punish Hazrat 'Ecsa 6 (Jesus 


Christ). After getting the sentence Hazrat 'Ecsa 44 
carried the crucifix on his shoulders and took it to 
yhe top of the hill infront where he was 
crucified.According to the faith ofthe Muslims , a 
person resembling Hazrat 'Eesa #2 was crucified 
instead of Hazrat 'Eesa D, Today there is a church 
at this site, While climbing the hill with crucifix in 
his hands Hazrat'Eesa #sat at 12 sites to take rest. 


Today 12 churches have been constructed at 
these 12 sites. This whole region is very sanctified 
for the Christians. 
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Masjid Agsa 

Caliph Abdul Mulk bin Marwan began the 
construction of Masjid Agsa in 705 A.D. which 
was accomplished after 10 years in 715A.D. 
during the time of Caliph Mehdi. Masjid Agsa has 
been built within the premises of Haram Sharif. 
The historisns tell us that when Caliph Umar bin 
Khatab arrived in Bait-ul-Muqaddas, he toured 
about the entire city under the leadership of local 
priests. Hazrat 'Umar #® asked the priest to take 
him to Masjid Dawood. The priest showed Hazrat 
‘Umar #& disavowed them all. When he reached 
the site of (former) Haram Sharif where there is 
Masjid Agsa now-a-days, he said: “This is the 
place whose sketch the Holy Prophet## told us 
about.” When Hazrat 'Umar ## neared this place 
he saw heaps of rubbish and filth over there. In 
those times there was much hatred among the 
Christians for the Jews. That is why they used to 
throw rubbish at the site ofancient worship-place, 
the Temple, ofthe Jews. Hazrat 'Umar ## ordered 
place to be cleaned. According to a tradition/ 
Hazrat 'Umar #5 was the first person who filled the 
lap of his tunic with rubbish and disposed it off at 
some other place. Seeing this the Muslims 
followed suit and, at last, the people was absolved 
ofrubbish. After this Hazrat Umar## said: “Wait 
for three rainfalls for this place to be absolutely 
clean.” 

Hazrat 'Umar % selected a clean place at one 


corner and requested Hazrat Bilaal to recite the 
Azaan. Hazrat Bilaal #8 had abandoned reciting 


the Azaan after the death ofthe Holy ProphetÆf, 
but on the request of the Caliph recited the Azan. 
Listening to the Azan, the Companions ofthe Holy 
ProphetÆrecurred the times of the Holy 
Prophet#f. Many companions began to Weep. 


Later, Caliph Abdul Mulk constructed a masjid at 
this site

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The shrine of Hazrat Suleman É£: Near the court yard of Masjid Sukhra, on the eastern side, is 
the site of Hazrat Suleman É. when we reached there the room was closed. This was an averaged-sized 
room which has been built at the site where Hazrat Suleman #X used to hare histhrone. This great prophet 
and king ruled over demons, mankind, animals and even ants. Hazrat Suleman (£ had built a temple of 
Solomon during his reigh which was 
accomplished in seven years after 
spending a colossal amount of money. 
Here the coffin of Sakina was kept. 
According to tradiotions there were 
benedictions of the progeny of Moosa 
and progeny of Hazrat Haroon fé inside 
the trunk of Sakina's coffin. These 
benedictions included those stone tablets 
which Hazrat Moosa Ék got written 
himself. In one bottle there were manna 
and quails. Apart from these there was 


perhaps the club of Hazrat Moosa Ék. Inner view ME AE 
Hazrat Suleman f had built a splendid three storey palace near Temple of Solomon. Queen saba came in 
this palace. Masjid Agsa was built by the demons during Hazrat SulemanfÆ's times. When the firststorey 
was accomplished , Hazrat Sulemanf£ sat on a chair eith support of his club and died in this condition. 


Butthe demons could not come to know of this andthey continued constructing the masjid. Inthemean 
time, the club was hollowed buy termites and he fell on the ground. In Surah Saba ofthe Holy Quran, this 
is narrated as follows: 
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The shrine of Hazrat Ibrahim x in Al- 


Khaleel. 

AI-Khail is at a distance of 36 km from Jerusalem. 
Its population is about one lac twenty thousand. 
Out of these 600 are Jews while the rest are 
Muslims. In 1967 AD. its population was about 
40,000, but after Arab-Israel War, about one lac 
Palestinian immigrants, evicted from Israel 
regions, came here and settled. It is estimated that 
this city is about six thousand years old. When 
Hazrat Ibraheemémigrated from Iraq to 
Palestine he made this city his permanent abode. 
Due to this the city was named “Al-Khaleel” 
because the title of Hazrat IbraheemfZis 
“Khaleelullah”: friend of Allah. Hazrat Ibraheem 
had made this city his center and handed over 
the responsibility of the adjoining areas of the 
Dead Sea to his nephew, prophet Hazrat Loot #4. 
The grave of Hazrat Ibrahim 6% is beneath the 
shrine of the cave. This cave, which is famous by 
the name “Maikafla”, is in the lap of a hill where 
the family of Hazrat Ibraheem 64 is resting in 


eternal peace. Hazrat Ibraheem 6 had bought this 


cave and the suburban area at a cost of 400 
dihrams during his lifetime, so that this cave could 
be used as the eternal resting place for his family. 
We descended from the car and walked on foot 
upto the lap ofthis cave, In olden times this 50-feet 
deep cave was open , Sultan Salahuddin Ayubi 
closed it and built a large building over it. In this 
building are the shrines and masjid of these 
illustrious prophets. Yagoob Nizami Sahib writes: 
When we reached the main-door of the building, 
the Israeli soldiers searched our clothes. They 
were enclosed only after passing our bags, 
cameras and everything through the machine and 
then pointed us to go on the path on the left side. 
(265) When we climbed the stairs to reach the 
upper storey, the Israeli soldiers scarched us again. 
This way, after several searches, we were allowed 
10 go in that part of the building where there were 
graves of Hazrat Ibraheem #4, Hazrat Saarah #6,

Itis better to call it a big lake 
rather than a sea. The length ofthis lake is about 76 km and its width is between 3km and 16 km. the width of 
this lake varies at different places. There is 25% more salt in the Dead Sea as compared with other seas. As 
such no living thing can survive in its water. There is no expulsion of water, so that is why it is known as 
“Dead Sea”. The natives call it :Sea of 

Loot”. The nation of Loot inhabited this place and their population consisted of several settlements whose 
capital was “Sedom” Today there is no sign of such population. On the contrary, this is the most lowly-lying 
area, ands even today one can witness the admonition of ALLAH's anguish.One of the effects of this 
terrible anguish of ALLAH which this nation faced is that no living matter can survive in this sea, This is a 
place of great admonition which is teaching the lesson of abstaining from ALLAHSs disobedience, but when 
We reached the last shore of the sea, we came to know that this is used as an entertainment resort. Man 
restaurants and other entertaining items could be seen. Someone told us that many tourists through t} 
place due tothe fact that its water is heavier than other seas, so that no one can be drowned in it. Some peopl 
could be seen swimming in it. My heart was saddened at this sight. May ALLAH save us all from suc 
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The view of Dead Sea: Nearly 4000 years ago there were five settlements ofthe nation of Loot which were buried

The shrine 
is situated after one to one and a half miles towards 
the right of the strong and well-made road that 
goes from Bait-ul-Muqaddas to Oman. We found a 
good bus going to Oman which dropped us on the 
opposite road of the shrine within an hour. We 
started walking with zeal and reached the shrine. 
In a very spacious building lies the shrine of 
Hazrat Moosa É£, on the top of which is a dome 
and near itis a masjid. On the top ofthe grave is a 
green cover which a turban is placed near the head 
part.Inside the building resides the government 
irmy. At the gate of the building two soldiers are 
ihways postioned with rifles in their hands. The 
oldiers behave very well with the visitants and 
look after the cleanliness of the shrine and the 
masjid. If someone wants to stay at night, they not 
only allow him to stay but also provide him space 
to do 50. The Holy Prophet FF says that at the 
night of Mairaj we happened to pass the grave of 
Hazrat Moosa 2. We saw that he was worshipping 
in his grave. Undoubtedly, all the prophets are 
alive in their graves and also worship. Fhe site 
of Hazrat 'Eesaf£'s birth: This church of 
Bait-ul-Laham was full of Christian visitants from 
Europe and across the world. We strolled in thr 
church and had a good look at it. The church was 
adorned with superior embellishments. We also 
descended into the cavern of the church after 
passing through a narrow passage. That cave is 
there where Hazrat Mariyam 4 took refuge under 
a date tree while giving birth to achild. Hazrat 
Mariyam (6 used to subsist on the dates ofthis tree 
and water. Hazrat 'Eesa f£ was born at this site. 
The place where Hazrat 'Eesa was born has been 
marked with a star to make the people always 
realize of the actual birth-place of Hazrat 'Eesa 2. 
Two candles are always kept alighted near this 
star. The floor is made up of marble. To enter the 
cave one has to climb down the stairs at one side, 


while to exit one has to climb up the stairs at the 
other side.

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VAN: There is a valley in Jordan famous by the name Shu'aib. Inside a mosque in this valley is the 
“auspicious mausoleum of the prophet Hazrat Shu'aiblf#. Locally, this area is also known as Madyan. Close 
to themausoleum is a water-well which is spoken ofin the Holy Quran in the following words: 
cet 655 us 

“Andwhen he (prophet Moosa{) arrived atthe waters of Madyan...” (Soorah al-Qasas, 28:23). 
his was the well from which the daughters of Hazrat Shu'aib fkwanted to fill water and this need was 
fulfilled with the assistance of prophet Hazrat Moosa É£. Close to the well is the residence attributed to 
Hazrat Shu'aibÉz. 
In an area called Ighwaar in Jordan there is also the mausoleum of Hazrat Abu 'Ubaidah bin Jarraah 
Outside the mosque in which is this mausoleum is a cemetery about which it is locally claimed that many 
Companions ## ofthe Holy Prophet are laid to rest in peace here. 
Atabouta20-minutes walk towards the north from the mosque of Hazrat Abu 'Ubaidah bin Jarraah #° is the 
mausoleum of Hazrat Zarraar bin Azwar 2. 3 kilometres north of the mausoleum of Hazrat Abu 'Ubaidal 
bin Jarraah #? is the mausoleum of Conqueror of Jordan Hazrat Shurahbeel Hasanah 2, 27 kilometre 
south of the mausoleum of Hazrat Shurahbeel Hasanah #®, some distance before the city Shoonah 
Shumaaliyah, is the sacred mausoleum of Hazrat Mu'aaz bin Jabal #®. 
Jordan is the very place where the river named Behr-e Mayyat exists in the bottom of which the nation Loot 
is buried along with their city. In Jordan is also the cave of As.haab-e Kahf - People of the Cave (as the 
Quran calls them in Soorah Kahf, 18:9). The distance from the cave of A4s.haab-e Kahf to the location of 
Mautah is 40 kilometres. 
Mautah is the site where a battle took place in the year 8 A.H. The Holy Prophet #%" had sent a letter to the 
king of Basrah through Hazrat Haarith bin ‘Umair Azdi 2. The king, after receiving the letter, got him 
murdered due towhichthis battle took place (because murder of a messenger and delegate is against the law 
ofanystate ofthe world).

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Mhe Plain of the Battle of Mautah: One hundred and fifty kilometres from the city ‘Ammaan is a 

lain where the Battle of Mautah had taken place in 8 A.H. (the 8° year of the migration of Holy Prophet 
Effom Makkah to Madinah). Today, a magnificent university named /aame'ah Mautah stands at this site. 
This plain is in the same condition today as it was fourteen centuries ago and its sand is reminiscent of 
fragrance ofthe blood ofthe Companions## yet today! 
The local caretaker of this plain pointed towards a place and told that it is the point of martyrdom of Hazrat 
Zaïd bin Haarithah #®. There was a pillar, a few feet high, built of stone here on which was seen this 
sentence: : 

Dj Gi; aphai La 

“Here was Hazrat Zaïd bin Haarithah *? martyred.” 
Some distance from here is claimed to be the point of martyrdom of Hazrat ‘Abdullah bin Rawaahah #°. A 
similar pillarstands there, too. The caretaker reported that almost one and a half kilometres south from ther: 
Was a place in the center of the plain about which it is famous that Hazrat Ja'far Tayyaar * got martyre 
there. A kind ofunderground mine is made here. According to the caretaker, once it was famous that a swe 
scent would come from this mine. À man got inside to investigate but didn't return, and Allah knows best 
(Ref: Jahaa(n) Deedah, pg 235) 
The mausoleums ofthe Companions who got martyred in the Battle of Mautah are built in a settlement 
some distance from the plain of Mautah. The first is the mausoleum of Hazrat Zaid bin Haarithah 2? who 
Was the adopted son ofthe Holy Prophet Æ*F. After that is the grave of Hazrat Ja'far Tayyaar #? who was the 
elder brother of Hazrat'Ali##.

A special taxi 
has to be hired to reach this place. An elegant 
mosque is built on the top of the mountain, and 
adjacent to it is the auspicious mausoleum of 
Hazrat Shu'aib É£ inside a closed room. The grave 
is quite long and covered with a green cloth-sheet. 
Thiesite is an ecstatic one. 

The place where this mausoleum is located is 
presently being used as a military headquarter and 
is counted among prohibited areas. But Mr. Malik 
Afzal acquired special permission and took us in. 
After walking a short distance when we turned 
left, we saw a small mosque. Inside that mosque 
was the mausoleum of Hazrat Shu'aib É£. We got 
the privilege of wishing blessings here. Length of 
the grave was unusual like that of Hazrat Yoosha! 


Hazrat Shu'aib É£ was the father-in-law of Hazrat 
Moosaf.Before being endowed with 
prophethood when Hazrat MoosalfZhad fled from 
Egypt, it was the house of Hazrat Shu'aib É£ in 
which he had taken refuge, and it was the daughter 
of Hazrat Shu'aib É with whom he had got 
married, the detailed account of which is narrated 
in the Holy Quran in Soorah al-Qasas. The nation 
towards which Hazrat Shu'aib #4 had been sent as 
a prophet is named Madyan at some places in the 
Quran and As.haab-ul Aeekah People of Aeekah - 
at others. Some narrators of the Holy Quran are of 
the opinion that these two were separate nations to 
which he was sentrespectively. 

It cannot be said with certainty to what extent the 
attribution of the mausoleum to Hazrat Shu'aib (2 
is authentic. A grave in the location called Shaam 
near the city Hazr-e Maut of Yemen is also 
attributed to him but 'Abdul-Wahhaab Najjaar has 
regarded that attribution doubtful in (his book) 
Qasas-ul Ambiyaa. It is closer to logic, too, that 
the grave of Hazrat Shu'aiblf# should be in an area 
of Jordan or Syria instead of Yemen because 
Madyan and Acekah, whether two names of the 
same place or different places, are said to be 
situated in the north-western part of ‘Arab and 
between Jordan and Palestine, and Yemen is not 
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linked with these areas in any way. 
It is famous here locally that the site at which the 
grave of Hazrat Shu'aib ## exists is actually the 
area of Madyan. On the contrary, when we came 
out of the mausoleum of Hazrat Shu'aib 6%, Mr. 
Malik Afzal showed to us a small water-well, 
without a bucket (for drawing water) and covered 
with a lid in a manner that it looked like a manhole 
from the outside, and told us that it is famous 
locally that this is the very well which is referred to 
by the Holy Quran in the words: 

Os U555 Us 
“And when he (prophet Moosa 4) arrived at the 
waters of Madyan...” (Soorah al-Qasas, 28:23), 
where Hazrat Moosa had reached to find the 
daughters of Hazrat Shu'aib #2 wanting to fill 
water but were not able to owing to rush. Hazrat 
Moosa ÉZfilled water for them and from here did 
he come in contact with the family of Hazrat 
Shu'aibËz. 
Is this really the same well? There is no means of 
thorough investigation of this question. But 
available evidences render this claim highly 
doubtful because the manner in which the Holy 
Quran speaks of the well shows that it was situated 
at quite a distance from the house of Hazrat 
Shu'aibéZ, although this well is no more than 25 to 
30 steps. However, a justification of this 
discrepancy may be that his mausoleum is not in 
the same house in which he lived in the era of 
Hazrat Moosa #2, and Allah knows best. (Ref:
